RECORD OF VOTES 
IS DEFENDED 
BY RANDALL 

Our representative in con¬ 
gress, Hon. C. H. Randall, has 
sent a communication to The 
News replying categorically to 
charges made by Mr. S. W. 
Odell of Pasadena critcising his 
(Randall’s) votes upon war 
measures. As Mr. Odell has an¬ 
nounced his candidacy for Mr. 
Randall’s seat in congress, these 
charges and Mr. Randall’s reply 
are matters of great public in¬ 
terest. The communication of 
Mr. Randall is as follows: 

Washington, D. C., 
April 26, 1918. 

Editor News: I have no time 
or inclination to discuss Mr. 
Odell’s general lament, but brief¬ 
ly I will pay attention to the six 
specific instances in which he al¬ 
leges I voted wrong on military 
measures: 

First, he says that I voted 
against the aviation bill. The 
truth is exactly the opposite. I 
have always favored an enlarged 
aviation and submarine pro¬ 
gram. A good lawyer with thir¬ 
ty years’ experience, like Mr. 
Odell, should have discovered 
that the bill lie mentions refused 
to expend a cent for aviation. 
(Congressional Record, Vol. 54, 
page 510.) 

The Fortifications Bill 

Secondly, he says that I voted 
against the fortifications bill, 
lie is correct. 1 voted against it 
because it provided many mil¬ 
lions of dollars for a class of 
coast defenses which have be¬ 
come obsolete and practically 
useless. This bill also provided 
that private corporations which 
manufacture guns and muni¬ 
tions should be paid 25 per cent 
more than such articles would 
cost under government manu¬ 
facture. This provision was 
vicious enough in itself to cause 
me to vote against this bill. (\ ol. 
54, page 2214.) 

The Naval Bill 

Thirdly, lie says that 1 voted 
against the naval bill. The Rec- 
ord is against him. I did not 
vote against this bill, but I did 
vote to amend it by striking out
